It's Applesauce Time 


One of the ways to enjoy 


the big harvest of apples this 
fall is in ihe form of apple- 
sauce It's easy to make and 
you can add your own varia- 
tions, reports Mrs Shirley 
Watson, Extension Home Eco- 
nomist for Winnebago County. 


Core the apples, or core and 


pare them. For six servings, 
cook six cups of apple pieces 
in one cup of water for 10 to 
15 minutes or until the apples 
are tender. If pared, mash the 
apples without draining them. 
If unpared, put them through 
a food null or sieve. Stir in 
one-quarter to one-third cup 
sugar 


Applesauce will vary in 


texture, juiciness and tartness 
with the variety of apple you 
use. For variation, use honey 
instead of granulated sugar. 
Or cook two sticks of cinna- 
mon with the apples. Be sure 
to remove the cinnamon be- 
fore mashing the apples. 


Another variation is to add 


one - quarter cup of raisins to 
the hot applesauce. Or add a 
little lemon juice if you want 
some tartness, then garnish 
with a lemon slice and a spng 
of mint. 


Then, if you want to be 


really creative, surprise your 
family by adding to the apple- 
sauce something that express- 
es the real you . like maybe 
chocolate covered oysters dip- 
ped in coconut.

Knit Wear 


How would you like to throw 


your wool knit dress into the 
family wash and have it come 
out as good as new? Soon you 
can do just that, according to 
Mrs. Shirley Watson, universi- 
ty extension home economist 
for Winnebago County. The 
original patent for wool shrink- 
proofing was granted to the 
U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture in 1963. 


This process is successful in 


the treatment of woven fab- 
ric. But the goal of truly 
machine-washable wool knit- 
wear has been elusive. 


Knitwear presents a special 


problem because yarns in the 
knitted loops tend to shift and 
adjust during washing. This 
causes what is called "rela- 
tion shrinkage" even when the 
yarn itself is shrink-proof. 


Most of the washable wool 


knits you can now buy should 
be hand washed or machine 
washed on the gentle cycle. 
But the new process now 
makes wool knitwear that can 
be washed in your machine on 
normal wash cycles. In lab- 
oratory tests, the knits kept 
their shape and appearance 
after repeated home launder- 
ings. 


Basically, the process con- 


sists of immersing knitted 
fabric in one chemical, drain- 
ing it off and while the wool is 
still wet, immersing it in a 
second c h e m i c a l . At the 
instant the two chemicals 
come together in the fiber 
surface, they react to form an 
extremely thin, tough, inert 
coating on individual fibers. 
This coating shrink-proofs the 
wool. 
The process is now 


being tested commercially.

When Laws Are Passed—and Forgotten 


The conservation 
and^ natural 


resources subcommittee in the House of 
.Representatives, headed by Wisconsin 
Congressman Henry Reuss, 'has 
discovered an 1899 federal statute that is 
now being used in the fight against 
pollution. 


The Refuse 
Act prohibits the 


discharge of any refuse except liquid 
sewage into navigable waters without 
a permit Irom the Army Corps of 
Engineers. Since 1899 only 415 permits 
have been issued and it appears 
that only 266 remain in effect — but it is 
obvious that the dumping has been going 
on quite illegally ever since. All that law 
and order promoted by the Justice 
Department somehow hasn't become 
involved wPh upholding the Refuse Act. 
In fact, an assistant attorney general 
said "it would not be in the general in- 
terest of the government" to prosecute 
polluters who are making genuine ef- 
forts to stop the polluting, which may be 
practical but where has the department 
been all these years? It has finally 
sought court injunctions against ten 
"consistent" mercury polluters but only 


after the considerable publicity, the 
fears of eating contaminated fish and the 
damage done to the tourist industry in 
Wisconsin as well as other states. 


A major reason why the Refuse Act 


has been resurrected is that it stipulates 
that anyone who reports a violation to 
the federal district attorney can collect 
one-half of any fines that are levied. This 
lure has meant charges in Alabama by 
the Bass Anglers Sportman Society 
against 
214 
corporations 
and 


municipalities, 151 Massachusetts 
polluters have been charged by Con- 
gressman Michael Harrington,-and 
Representative Reuss has named 270 
alleged polluters in Wisconsin and sued 
four firms. Both Representative Reuss 
and Representative Edward Koch of 
New York have offered mail order kits to 
citizens who want to know what to do. 


As we have pointed out, halting 


pollution is not an instant matter and the 
problems of industry must be weighed 
against the dangers of the pollution. But 
the foot dragging over the years since 
the Refuse Act was passed is one reason 
we are in such dire straits today.

Beauty Council, an agency of the state 
department of natural resources, to 
award its second annual community 
press service certificate to the Door 
County Advocate and its skilled and 
enterprising editor, Chandler F. Harris. 


As tens of thousands of visitors who 


have 
enjoyed 
and admired 
the 


breathtaking charms and beauties of the 
peninsula over the decades will en- 
thusiastically testify, Door County is one 
of the jewels of Wisconsin with respect to 
its rich legacy of scenic attractions. 


But as the conscientious 
con- 


servationists there and elsewhere in 
Wisconsin warned us many decades 
before environmental concern became 
popular — and fashionable politically —• 
scenic riches are expendable and once 
profligately or thoughtlessly damaged, 
require years to restore or replace, and 
often are literally irreplaceable. 


Mr. Harris' journal is one of the most 


successful in its class in Wisconsin in 
circulation terms, which is the best test 
of the appraisal of its constituency of its 
quality and enterprise.

The signing of the peace pact ending 


the civil war in Jordan is hopeful and 
was unexpected. But it does not yet 
appear that the news has seeped down to 
some of the commando units." 


King Hussein and Yasser Arafat, 


head 
of 
the 
largest 
guerrilla 


organization, have signed the pact along 
with the heads of a number of other Arab 
groups. But the guerrilla radio in 
Damascus charges that Jordanian 
troops still are attacking commando 
units and are torturing and starving 
thousands of Palestinians. Also some of 
the parts of the pact are not exactly 
encouraging. 


Basically both sides have agreed to 


withdraw all military troops from 
Amman and the guerrillas also will 
withdraw from Jordan's second largest 
.city, 
Irbid. 
But 
the 
guerrillas 


specifically have the right to be 
positioned "in places which suit com- 
mando action," a dubious promise of an 
end to hostilities not only within Jordan 
but against Israel. The preamble to the 
pact claims that it \vas drawn up and 
signed "to save Arab bloodshed and 
safeguard security and safety of the 
Arab nation against imperialist con- 


spiracies," another phrase which hardly 
sounds peaceful especially as far as the 
United States is concerned. Curren- 
tly Arabs'do not consider Russian in- 
terference and influence "imperialist." 


The pact calls for a committee of 


three to be headed by Tunisian Premier 
Bahi Ladgham, one appointed by King 
Hussein and the third 
by 
Arafat. 


Tunisian leaders have generally been 
moderate in the Arab world and long ago 
President Bourguiba recommended that 
the Arab nations accept the existence of 
Israel as a fact and a right. King Hussein 
also agreed to name a new civilian 
government to replace the military one 
he appointed several weeks 
ago. 


Reportedly he argued strenuously 
against withdrawing his troops from 
Amman but wat. unable to get 
agreement. 


King Hussein has managed to survive 


both personally and as far as his 
government is concerned. But while the 
guerrillas have been shown that they 
may not be able to take over Jordan they 
did get concessions. And their deter- 
mination to wipe out the state of Israel 
does not appear to have been blunted in 
the least.

Bayless Manning, a member 
of the President's Commission 
•on Campus Unrest, said the 
other da}r. And that comment 
expresses the most striking 
feature of the commission's 
melancholy report. . 


For the report provides 


prescriptions 
for 
easing 


tensions, but not inducements 
or incentives. It offers rules 
without reasons, pills without 
sugar. The best it can do is tell 
us all to get religion. 


The starting point of the 


commission's analysis is the 
cultural revolution in this 
country. Today's students 
represent perhaps the first 
generation of young people 
who grew up in an atmosphere 
almost 
wholly 
free 
of 


economic trouble and quite 
remote from credible threats 
to the national security. 


Out of that unique ex- 


perience they have developed 
a special outlook which the 
commission properly calls a 
"new culture." The new 
culture finds its most visible 
expression in music, clothing, 
hair styles, and attitudes 
•toward sex and drugs. But it 
also, has a political com- 
ponent. 


Discrimination Intolerable 
Many of the best young 


people find the Vietnam war 
an unmitigated horror. They 
regard racial discrimination 
as intolerable. And they have 
become acutely sensitive to 
•the shortcomings of their 
universities. 


In the past, the United 


States has usually dealt with 
such protest movements by a 
tactic of co-option. The 
country bought 
off 
the 


Populists and the labor 
movement, for examples, by 
making accommodation to 
most of their demands while 
punishing their extremist 
leaders. The commission 
recommends precisely that 
technique in dealing with the 
new culture. 


In highly practical terms, 


moreover. Unlike most past

Unrest did not come in with a

And those of 
us who just happen to be over 
30 and have less modish tastes 
are scorned as repressed 
lackeys of a corrupt system. 


Not 
surprisingly, 
the 


general public has scant 
sympathy for the new culture. 
Protesting college students 
are widely viewed as spoiled 
brats who ought to be taught a 
lesson. And those feelings are 
not lost on political men 
grasping for issues that 
'command popular support 


That is why Vice President 


Spiro Agnew and so many 
members of the Nixon ad- 
ministration, including the 
President himself, have said 
such harsh things about 
youthful protest That is why 
governors and mayors can't 
wait to summon the forces of 
law and order as soon as 
disturbances begin. And that 
is why the forces of law and 
order are not infrequently 
rushed up in ways that can 
only cause more trouble. 


Must Calm the Provoked 
Easing campus tensions, in 


these circumstances, does not 
lend itself to programmatic 
remedy. It is not simply a 
question of integrating an out- 
group into the system — of 
spreading more jam on more 
bread, of stuffing more cream 
in more mouths. It is a 
question 
of 
calming 
a 


provoked majority. 


With that majority, even the 


self-interest argument — the 
argument that unless peace is 
made with the new culture the 
country will be torn apart — 
doesn't really work. College 
students are a tiny minority— 
seven million in a total of 200 
million, Those partial to the 
new culture are probably 
smaller in number. The 
majority could easily crack 
down harder than it has so far 
without even beginning to feel 
the point of its own swords. 


The fact is that there are no 


compelling inducements for 
setting in motion the good 
things 
the 
commission 


recommends. Sensible at- 
titudes towards unrest on 
campus depend essentially on 
the self-restraint 
of the 


majority. Which means that 
the universities 
in this 


country, and indeed freedom 
itself, rest on a frail reed.

Almost all of our mature 


fears are cultivated and not 
part of our psychological 
inheritance. The worries and 
anxieties we build up come 
from these artificial fears that 
older persons (with the best of 
intentions) transmit to us 
when we are young. 


It is one thing to teach a 


i child prudence; it is quite 


another to transfer our own 
irrational anxieties to an 
impressionable infant. A child 
should be taught to avoid 
snakes, or to cope with them 
realistically — but to instill a 
morbid fear of this sort is 
ruinous to the child's per- 
sonality in later years. 


Fears of sex — in one form 


or another — are probably 
responsible for more than half 
of the ruined marriages in the 
modern world. Sex education 
in the schools (which is a 
farce) would not be nece&sary 
if parents adopted the proper 
attitude toward the subject 
while the child is young. But 
how can the children learn 
what the parents themselves 
often do not know?

passengers on the Ohio and Mis- 


sissippi rivers between Cincin- 
nati and New Orleans, will be 
converted to a daytime excur- 
sion boat or sold. 


William Muster, president of 


Green Line Steamers Inc. which 
owns the 46-year-old vessel, 
blamed the conferees' action on 
Rep. Edward A. Garmatz, D- 
Md.. chairman of the House 
Merchant Marine Committee 
and head of Ine conference. 


Queen is Dead 


"That Garmatz has won and 


the Queen is dead," Muster 
said. "I haven't made any pre- 
parations for the funeral. You 
can't replace the Tower of Lon- 
don and I don't think you can 
replace the Delta Queen."

holism Resource Council.

sion, and treatment and after- 
care of the alcoholic who enters 
treatment. 


A plan to reduce the incidence 


01 alcoholism in Waupaca Coun- 
ty is the initial step in a state 


plan for alcoholism services 
being developed by the Depart- 
ment of Health and Social 
Services, through the Division of 
Mental Hygiene and the Bureau 
of Alcoholism and Drug Abuse. 
The county will be a part of the 
Green Bay District, composed 
of 13 northeast counties. 


Need Established 


The need for services wa° 


first established by a council 
survey revealing the fact that 
there are county residents suf- 
fering from alcoholism and-or 
problem drinking. The Bureau 
of Alcoholism estimates that 
there 
are 
900 alcoholics in 


Waupaca County and each of 
these affect the lives of four 
other persons. Sixty-three of 
these, or 7 per cent, are 
identified as "skid row-type" 


alcoholics. 


The record shows that there 


were 16 persons committed to 
Winnebago State Hospital or the 
Veterans Hospital at Tomah for 
alcoholism. During the past nine 
months 44 have been confined to 
the Waupaca County jail. 15 of 
them for drunkenness and 29 for 
operating a vehicle while under 
the influence of an intoxicating 
beverage. Those confined served 
364 days at a cost of $J.092 to 
the county. Alcohol also was 
related to 17 cases confined for 
disorderly conduct, according to 
Sheriff Loran Frazier. 


"When we send an alcoholic, 


or a suspected alcoholic, to 
treatment from this countv, he 
has to be committed to Winne- 
bago State Hospital from 30 to 
45 days, at a cost of $1,400 to 
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$2,100." J u d g e Wendell Mc- 
Henry, County Court Branch 1. 
reported. "Does it help? It 
seems that we could do more. I 
am certain that through this 
process we are not reaching a 
very high per cent of the 
alcoholics, or their families who 
need help.

Gap Is Widening in Consumer Production 


Frustrated Russian Shoppers Still 


Unable to Purchase Luxury Goods

MOSCOW — Tired, patient 


shoppers sometimes start form- 
ing their queues as early as 
midnight in the chill Moscow 
autumn, waiting for the 9 a.m. 
opening of a shop that has 
received a shipment of synthetic- 
leather handbags or some other 
luxury. 


In the storefronts along Gorky 


and Kalinina Avenues, glitter- 
ing displays of the latest fa- 
shions, mixed with expensive 
jewelry and other knickknacks, 
suggest that communism is fin-

ally producing what the West 
takes for granted—until one dis- 
covers that most of these 
goodies, like the Potempkin Vil- 
lage, are for show, not for sale. 


Indeed, rigidly controlled So- 


viet production for the consum- 
ing public, fai from approach- 
fag even the threshold of the 
capitalistic West, has only re- 
cently achieved the primitive 
level of supplying basic essen- 
tials — for example, decent 
shoes and coats — for everyone. 
A rising level of luxury goods is 
available for the privileged new 
class of party officials, sold in 
e x c l u s i v e foreign-currency 


stores reserved for holders of 
special coupons. 


True, a start at mass produc- 


tion of transistor radios, televis- 
ion s e t s , refrigerators, and 
automobiles has been made, but 
considering that the devastation 
caused by World War I ended a 
quarter of a century ago, the 
record of consumer production 
is astonishingly bleak. 


Military Spending 


Ever since 1945, the Soviet 


government has been spending 
at about the same level as the 
United S t a t e s , for military 
weapons and space. With a 
gross national product only one- 
half of America's, that means 
that the slice of the economy 
allocated to military spending is 
twice that of the U.S. but the 
slice for consumers less than 
one-half as thick. 


Thus, there are in fact two 


separate and distinct economies 
operating in the Soviet Union —
